— With Ford 
operations under way after 
repeated delays, production 
of cars and trucks will rise 
slightly to 91,070 units the 


current week, according to ADN 
estimates. This contrasts with a 
revised total of 88,315 units the 
| previous week. 

The week’s figure brings total! 
October output in the United 
| States and Canada to 335,026 units 
| as against 229,989 jobs in the same 
month a year ago. Total-to-date 
figures, covering the period from 
Jan. 1 to Oct. 30, now rests 
| 4,361,822 units. 

Following several delays in get- 
ting assembly lines running on 
1938 models, Ford’s Rouge plant 
finally resumed operations this 
week and, although only about 
2,000 units are expected the cur- 
rent week, full steam ahead is

Kettering Relates Progress 


In Development of Diesel 


iy al to Automotive Daily News 
‘NEW YORK.—Diesel power has | 
now revolutionized railroad trans- 


tion on trucks and buses, but has 
not yet been perfected for pas- 
senger cars, it was declared here 
Thursday by Charles F. Ketter- 
ing, vice-president of General 
Motors in charge of research. 
Speaking at luncheon at the 
Waldorf-Astoria in commemora- 
tion of the fortieth anniversary of 
the completion of the first oil- 
burning engine by Rudolph Diesel, 


| Kettering asserted that the diesel 


motor promises to produce power 
“any- 
body today thinks it can.” 

He said he was often asked 


into automobiles. 
“When we get them’ good 
he said. “By 
that I mean there are so many 
factors in the automobile engine 
different from those encountered 
in a railroad power plant that the 
solving of the one problem does 
not solve the other. If we keep 
on making progress the way we 
have during the last four or five 


years, some day we may get disel | 


engines into passenger cars.

Believed Likely 


CLEVELAND. Leading tire 
companies are expected to follow 
within the next few days the 
price advances, ranging from 2 to 
6 per cent, announced to dealers 
this week by United States Rub- 
ber Co., according to the Wall 
Street Journal. 

“The increase,” the Journal 
states, “tends to improve the 
profit outlook for the rubber com- 
panies, particularly during the 
first quarter next year, since it 
establishes a price for tires sold 
under the ‘spring dating’ plan 
and delivered at manufacturer’s 
option after Jan. 1, in anticipa- 
tion of heavy sales of replace- 





ment tires with the coming of | 


warm weather. 

“Raising of prices at this time 
came as somewhat of a surprise, 
particularly to some of the smaller 
companies, in view of the recent 
softness in crude rubber prices. 
However, profit margins of tire 
companies have been lower dur- 
ing the past few months than they 
were in either the last half of 
1936 or the first six months of 
1937 as a result of higher labor 
and crude rubber costs. 

“It is understood that the price 
increases range from 2 to 3 per 
cent on first line tires, 3 to 5 per 
cent on second lines, and 5 to 6 
per cent on third lines.”

13TH YEAR 
SRE 
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A Show Well Timed 


Ppt LOWING a rather slow start, due largely to inclem- 
ent weather Wednesday evening, the 38th National 
Automobile Show is reported hitting its stride at the close 
of the week. Similar pick-ups in attendance are reported 
at special exhibits being held at hotels and the Ford ex- 
hibit on Broadway. The enthusiasm of show visitors 
should put at rest any feeling that people are not so in- 
terested in automobiles as they were a year ago. 

There can be little question too, that the spectacle of 
the giant motor industry going forward unfalteringly with 
high hopes for a banner year, has done much to restore 
the confidence of New Yorkers whose confidence had been 
shaken by recent quakings in the stock market. This re- 
newal of confidence engendered by the show is being re- 
flected in the stock market itself. 

On Friday morning stocks rose sharply and held their 
ascending trend until late in the day. Even at that time 
the recession failed to carry them below the opening quo- 
tations and the list generally closed fractionally higher. 
Rumors of revision in taxes may, of course, have had 
some bearing on the market’s activity, but we doubt that 
present taxes caused the market break and for that reason 
would not effect a cure. 

Fear is an intangible thing and its causes are often as 
ephemeral. Courage on the other hand is quite tangible 
and it was courage, obviously, that too many of us lacked. 
The automobile industry through its show, and the spirit 
of the show, is dramatizing the courage. Perhaps, we 
never will know or appreciate how well timed this exhibi- 
tion has been in behalf of the public weal. For without 
this show of courage a depression of proportions might 
have developed. If such a depression doesn’t develop the 
industry will get little credit for staving it off, as none 
of us will know how closely we missed it. 


Bridging the Gulf 
G PEAKING before a group of industrialists in Boston 

Thursday evening, W. S. Knudsen, president of Gen- 
eral Motors, pointed out that efforts to broaden the gap 
between capital and labor is threatening the American 
standard of living. None can question the truth of Mr. 
Knudsen’s statement. Only by getting closer together 
can any difference between capital and labor be adjusted 
with fairness to both sides. The present clamor for ver- 
tical unionism is the very antithesis of this. 

Throughout the automotive industry and many other 
industries in this country, the men at the top have come 
up from the ranks. They know labor’s problems and they 
speak labor’s language. The farther they are forced 
apart by either organizing against, or, in protection from, 
the other side the more this common touch is lost. Soon 
we find both sides speaking a language of its own that 
cannot be understood by the other side. Then all common 
ground for agreement is lost and only chaos can follow. 

We firmly believe the government has an interest and 
duty in this case. It should, however, aim to bring the 
two sides closer together rather than to build the strength 
of one side so that it may crush the other and extract 
concession. The government can do little to bring them 
together, however, until the Wagner act is scrapped, or 
modified to recognize that both sides have rights.

Under this program, a sounder 
foundation for sales of American 
vehicles in foreign lands is being 
established. About one-third of 
automotive markets abroad is 
covered in the sixteen agreements 
which the United States has con- 
cluded with foreign countries. 


Foreign purchases of American 
motor vehicles this year are ex- 
pected to be the largest since 1929 
and over three times as much as 
in 1932—the low point of the de- 
pression when they declined to 
181,000. If the upward trend shown 
since 1932 continues, the record 
sales abroad of almost one mil- 
lion vehicles realized in 1929 may 
be duplicated within a few years.

Ratings of Fuels 


NEW YORK.—During the past 
| months the Co-operative Fuel Re- 
search committee has accumu- 
information for the 
purpose of studying the correla- 
tion between laboratory anti- 
knock ratings and road anti- 
knock ratings under summer and 
winter conditions. Results of the 
study are to be reported soon, 

The work to date has been 
limited to the investigation of the 
laboratory technique and the road 
ratings on a group of carefully 
selected fuels. 

The road test work was carried 
out by 24 individual co-operating 
organizations operating inde- 
pendently. The ratings were thus 
made in various sections of the 
country ranging from the west 
coast to the east coast. Expert- 
mental fuels were used which in- 
cluded the types now used com- 
mercially. 19 of these fuels were 
of conventional winter volatility 
and 17 similar fuels had summer 
volatility characteristics. 

Sixty-three cars of 23 different 
models were used in the winter 
tests, 56 of these being used in 
the summer tests, giving a total 
of 1,182 road knock ratings. 

Winter ratings were obtained 
at atmospheric temperatures 
ranging from approximately 20 to 
60° F. while the summer tem- 
peratures ranged from approxi- 
mately 75 to 105° F. From these 
data the effect of atmospheric 
temperature on road knock rat- 
ings will be studied.

‘Court Hits Constitutionality 


Of Mich. Car Weight Taxes 


Special to Automotive Daily News 


LANSING.— The decision of | 


| Judge Kelly S. Searl of Gratiot) 
| county, handed down Oct. 23, that 


the 1934 Michigan weight tax| 
tatutes were unconstitutional may 
possibly be reviewed by the state 
supreme court, according to Rag- 
state attorney 
general. 

Should Judge Searl’s decision be 
allowed to stand, it would auto- 
matically mean an increase of 50| 
per cent in the cost of 1938 plates | 
More than) 
1,000,000 motorists would be re- 
quired to pay 55 cents per hun- 
dredweight instead of 35 cents, the 
prevailing rate since the special | 
session in 1934. 

“Judge Searl’s opinion is very 
importance to the motorists of | 
the state and the units of govern- 
ment depending on the weight 
taxes for highway construction 
maintenance and debt services,” 
Starr said. 

It was estimated in 1934 that | 
the cut would reduce the weight | 
tax collections by approximately | 
$5,000,000 annually. Accordingly | 
the legislature passed another act 
|appropriating $2,550,000 annually | 





| from the gasoline tax revenues to | pl 


be returned to the counties. This |

Miss. Highway

NEW YORK.—Last of the

Retail Financing 
Of New Cars Off 
Slightly in Sept. 


WASHINGTON.—The dollar 
volume of retail financing of new 
passenger automobiles showed a 
decrease of about 3 per cent for 
September, compared with Sep- 
tember of last year, but an in- 
crease of 56 per cent over that 
month in 1935, preliminary esti- 
mates of the commerce depart- 
ment disclosed late this week. As 
compared with August there was 
a decrease of 17 per cent. 

Aggregate volume of retail fi- 
nancing for the first nine months 
of this year was about 2 per cent 
below the corresponding period of 
last year but almost 56 per cent 
higher than for the 1935 period. 

These estimates are based upon 
figures reported to the Census 
Bureau by a sample group of 
large finance companies that have 
been in continuous’ operation 
since 1929. 

This was the first time since 
1929 when September financing 
was lower than the previous Sep- 
Invariably since 1929 
there has been a decrease in Sep- 
tember as compared with August.

‘SE. ATTLE.—Dealers throughout 
the state are interested in the 
plans for state-wide periodic in- 
spection, as provided by the law 
passed at the last session of the 
legislature. Progress has_ been 
slow. Lacey V. Murrow, highway 
engineer is in charge of this work, 
and his department must await 
funds that are being derived from 
the $2 driver’s license fee. This is 
| twice the former fee, and the ex- 
tra dollar is to be used for the 
financing of the plan. 
| Last week bids were called by 
ithe state purchasing department 
for equipment for the testing sta- 
tions, 28 of which will eventually 
dot Washington. Bids will be 
opened Nov. 9, and _ contracts 
awarded soon thereafter for pos- 
sibly $50,000 worth of testing 
equipment. 

This does not mean that con- 
struction work on the stations will

Expected to Net 
Increased Sales

NEW YORK.—wWall Street this 
week was carefully watching at- 
tendance at the New York auto- 
mobile show and the interest dis- 
played in new models by the pub- 
lic. There has as yet been little 
reflection of what the Street 
thinks in prices of motor shares 
but before the exhibition is over, 
such reflection probabiy will be 
found. 

Comments thus far are favor- 
able. There was notable absence 
this year of the usual attempt of 
traders in the Street to stage a 
demonstration in automotive 
stocks in anticipation of the open- 
ing of the show. No doubt this 
was due in part to the general un- 
certainties surrounding the mar- 
ket in the past few weeks. 

What recovery there has been 
.came as a result of the rebound 
in the market generally from the 
panic lows of Oct. 19. 


There is a tremendous amount 
of interest here in the automobile 
show. This undoubtedly is due in 
large part to the various business 
uncertainties. The Street found 
encouragement in the statement 
of Chairman Sloan of General 
Motors in which he said it was 
the view of the corporation that 
the recovery movement had not 
run its course. 


A careful check of prices as 
compared with a year ago is be- 
ing made by statisticians and thus 
far they are finding, it is said, 
that the increases are not as 
great as had been believed gen- 
erally. The General Motors up- 
ward revision, for instance, aver- 
ages only about 9 per cent. 


The financial view is that while 
the advances may not offset en- 
tirely the increased cost of pro- 
duction, the conservatism of the 
industry in refraining from sharp 
price markups will pay dividends 
in the form of increased sales. 

There is full realization that re- 
gardless of the price policies of 
other industries, the automobile 
manufacturers still are holding to 
their long existing determination 
to get profits by volume rather 
than with high prices on smaller 
sales. 

This policy, it is pointed out, is 
the one that gives employment

AAA Cavaleade 


WASHINGTON.—Earliest days | 
of the automobile were recalled | 
here late this week when Charles 
E. Duryea, 75-year-old automotive | 
pioneer, came to the national | 
capital to act as judge of the AAA | 
Horseless Carriage Cavalcade} 
which will officially open the | 
Washington automobile show Sat- 
urday night. 

Duryea’s pioneér vehicle, made | 
a two-cylinder engine and a| 
variety of bicycle parts, is now in| 
the Smithsonian Institute. 

In addition to fashioning the 
first successful car, Duryea was 
an experimenter, writer, speaker 
and race enthusiast for the motor 
vehicle during the last decade of 
the 19th century. It was a Duryea 
“motor road wagon” which won 
the famous Times-Herald race in| 
Chicago in 1895. This event in-| 
troduced the automobile to} 
America at a time when few were 
giving the invention serious con- 


| sideration. 


Duryea recalls that in connec- | 
tion with the race a contest was 
conducted to find a suitable name 


|for the new horseless carriage. 


People did not “take to” the 
French “automobile” and the prize 
went to the persons suggesting 
“motocycle” but this word never 
caught on with the public.
